cost of $2,920,267, using $1,950,00 in Proposition A Funds for acquisition, 
development/construction and related costs, which includes a Youth Employment 
Plan that is required as a condition for the use of $1,400,000 in Proposition A Funds, 
and $970,267 in Community Development Block Grant funds allocated to the First 
Supervisorial District for design services, relocation, a portion of the acquisition costs, 
demolition, required site work and related development costs for the project; and 
authorize the Executive Director to execute the development agreement, related 
documents, and necessary amendments thereto, to be effective following approval 
and execution by all parties and to incorporate the Proposition A Funds into the 
Commission's approved 2003-04 Fiscal Year budget.
